The replacement of Mr. MoCuLLacu 
by Mr. MorcANn in the office of State Su- 
perintendent of Elections in this city may 
have very great importance: For one 
thing, it secures hearty and intelligent 
co-operation between the Superintend- 
ent of Elections,.the Commissioner of 
Police, and the District Attorney in the 
task of meking and ckeéping the elec- 
tions in this city pure; honest, and fair. 

The main purpose of the office of Su- 
perintendent is to detect, prevent, and 
bring to punishinent colonizing and’ re- 
peating. In the prosecution of this ‘work 
he has the assistance of some 1,000 dep- 
uties, of whom some 200 are selected by 
himself and 400 are nominated by each 
of the committees of the respective par- 
ties. The powers of the Superintendent 
and his deputies are very considerable, 
and with these in the hands of an able, 
energetic, and determined man, and a 
well-disciplined force, fllegal voting can 
to all intents .be abolished in. this. city.
